Claim 20 (Previously Presented): The method according to Claim 17, wherein the 
anti-obesity agent is administered in the form of a food composition. 

Claim 21 (Currently Amended): A method of treating or prev e nting su ppressing 
obesity in a subject, comprising administering to the subject an anti-obesity agent comprising 
a material selected from the group consisting of sea lettuce and an extract from sea lettuce as 
an active ingredient. 
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Claim 22 (Previously Presented): The method according to Claim 21, wherein the 
anti-obesity agent is administered in the form of a pharmaceutical composition. 

Claim 23 (Previously Presented): The method according to Claim 21, wherein the 
anti-obesity agent is administered in the form of a cosmetic composition. 

Claim 24 (Previously Presented): The method according to Claim 21, wherein the 
anti-obesity agent is administered in the form of a food composition. 

Claim 25 (Currently Amended): A method of treating or pr e v e nting suppressing 
obesity in a subject, comprising administering to the subject an anti-obesity agent comprising 
an extract from sea lettuce obtained with feet water at a temperature of 50-70°C , as an active 
ingredient. 

Claim 26 (Previously Presented): The method according to Claim 25, wherein the 
anti-obesity agent is administered in the form of a pharmaceutical composition. 

Claim 27 (Previously Presented): The method according to Claim 25, wherein the 
anti-obesity agent is administered in the form of a cosmetic composition. 

Claim 28 (Previously Presented): The method according to Claim 25, wherein the 
anti-obesity agent is administered in the form of a food composition. 

Claim 29 (Canceled). 
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Claim 30 (Currently Amended): A method of treating or pr e v e nting su ppressing 
obesity in a subject, comprising administering to the subject an anti-obesity agent comprising 
at least one material selected from the group consisting of D-cysteinolic acid, represented by 
Formula I:
